Anthony also told of a tele­ 
phone call 
he received from 
Coren in October. 1963 in which 
Coren told him he should not 
solicit accounts of m em ber col­ 
lectors. 


“ Coren said, Don’t you check 
with 
the hauler first?’,” 
An­ 
thony stated. “ Then he said he 
alw ays contacts the hauler and 
arran g es a price fix before he 
submits* his bid.”

MOSCOW (U PI) — W estern 
diplom ats w ere puzzled today 
by P rem ier Nikita S. K hrush­ 
chev’s w arning th at the Soviet 
Union has a doom sday weapon 
th at could cause “ the destru c­ 
tion and exterm ination of hu­ 
m anity.” 


T here w as 
speculation that 
the weapon was a cobalt bomb, 
which 
could 
produce 
fallout 
clouds that would kill all life in 
earth, or that K hrushchev was 
referring 
Tuesday 
to 
some 
other kind of weapon such as a 
death ray. 


(In 
W ashington, 
inform ed 
sources said the United States 
has no evidence that the Soviets 
have developed any such s*ensa- 
tional new weapon. 
They in­ 
terpreted 
K hrushchev’s 
claim 
as an attem pt at intim idation, 
probably directed against Com­ 
m unist China.) 


Denounces Chinese Claim 


K hrushchev coupled his re ­ 
m arks on the w eapon with a 
denunciation of Com m unist Chi­ 
nese claim s on Soviet territo ry , 
w arning th at “ our bord ers are 
sacred and inviolable and any 
attem pt 
to 
change 
them 
by 
force m eans w ar.” 


K hrushchev 
announced 
t h e 
“ m onstrous new terrib le w eap­ 
on” alm ost casually during a 
K rem lin talk with 15 Japanese 
congressm en. 
No m ention of his claim w as 
m ade in the Soviet press or r a ­ 
dio, although new spapers in the 
rest of the world headlined the 
news. 
K hrushchev 
spoke 
solem nly

when he told the Jap an ese he 
had seen the weapon Monday 
at a m ilitary station. W estern 
diplom ats speculated th at t h e 
station m ust be in the Moscow 
are a because the p rem ier was

“ Power Without Limit” 


“ I have never seen anything 
like it,” K hrushchev said. “ It is 
a m eans of the destruction and 
exterm ination of hum anity. It is 


the m ost powerful, strongest of 
existing w eapons. It is pow er 
w ithout lim it.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) — Sen. 
J. 
Strom Thurm ond of South 
C arolina, who ran for president 
in 1948 as a D ixiecrat, is bolt­ 
ing the D em ocratic p arty to be­ 
com e a C oldw ater Republican. 


T hurm ond’s 
decision 
m akes 
him the m ajor political defector 
of the 1964 presidential cam ­ 
paign. He is the first senator 
to sw itch parties since W ayne 
L. M orse of Oregon becam e a 
D em ocrat in 1955. 


Thurm ond planned to appear 
on statew ide television a t 6:15 
p.m . EST today to tell the peo­ 
ple of South C arolina of his de­ 
cision and the reasons for it. 


Sources said the conservative 
senator will tell South C arolini­ 
ans he feels* he can m aintain 
his freedom of judgm ent and 
action only as a m em ber of the 
R epublican 
p arty 
headed 
by 
p residential nom inee B arry M. 
C oldw ater. 


T hurm ond w as 
expected to 
say th a t he feels th e D em o­ 


cratic 
party 
has 
been 
taken 
over by m inority groups hostile 
to w hat he considers constitu­ 
tional traditions and principles. 
In his view, the D em ocrats are 
leading the nation tow ard so-

cialism and governm ental regi­ 
m entation. 


It was learned that m any of 
T hurm ond’s 
friends 
advised 
him against sw apping p arty al­ 


legiance. The senator w as said 
to hope his action would not 
hurt him politically in South 
C arolina. His first rac e as a 
Republican will com e in 1966 if 
he runs for re-election. 


At the sta te ’s top vote-getter, 
T hurm ond’s

Carolina. The D em ocrats won 
the state in 1960 by less than 
10.000 votes out of the nearly

Substitute a 
flowered blouse and a bright-colored skirt and 
Nancy becomes a jive.

I am a conservative, I was 
told the other day by a junior 
high school girl. No, she w asn’t 
referring to my political lean­ 
ings, but to my clothes. I was 
relieved to hear that, for in teen- 
land these days if you’re not a 
“ conservative” 
or 
a 
“ jiv e” , 
you’re just plain “ neck” and 
that’s one monicker I can do 
without. 
I had gone to this junior high 
school in Lower Bucks to learn 
more 
about 
teenage 
clothing 
styles. I talked to four junior 
high school principals previous­ 
ly, but none could shed light on 
the subject. Each claim ed his 
pupils dressed “ appropriately” 
for school and that there were 
no dominant clothing fads. 
A few minutes at the school 
and I could see why the princi­ 
pals were in the dark. 
No Unusual Styles 


The boys and girls walked by 
but exhibited no unusual styles 
In fact, 
most 
were 
dressed 
quite nicely, or, as the princi­ 
pals would say, “ appropriate­ 
ly.” I m ust have m ade a m is­ 
take, I thought. 
I stopped a few and put the 
question to them. "D o you know 
what jives and 
conservatives 
a r e ?” I asked. 
A sheepish grin spread over 
all their faces. 
I was on the right track. 
Soon I learned 
that 
these 
styles did indeed exist, though 
the students them selves w eren’t 
alw ays 
sure what articles 
of 
clothing went with what style. 
From talking to 
m any 
more, 
however, I was able to form 
these com posites of the jive and 
conservative. 
Jiv e D ress 
For school the well-dressed 
jive will wear a dress shirt, 
often white-on-white, with a long 
collar open at 
the 
neck. 
He 
w ears no tie. 
His pants 
are 


dark and without cuffs, his socks 
black, and his shoes — either 
black or brown — are pointed 
with plain tips. 
If a jive w ears a belt, it’s of 
pebbled texture. His buckle is 
square. Som etim es a jive sports 
a 
m onogramm ed 
sw eater, 
ei­ 
ther pullover or button-down. A 
jacket, if worn, is either glen 
plaid 
or 
cord. 
A 
jiv e’s 
hair 
style is long with short side­ 
burns and com bed back. 
What distinguishes a conser­ 
vative from a jive is not quick­ 
ly 
apparent, 
but 
after 
a 
few m inutes’ study, you might 
become adept at telling one from 
the oth er-even as they move 
through the halls. 
Conservatives 


The conservative’s shirt is of­ 
ten a pin-stripe buttondown, also 
open at the neck and also tie- 
less. His high-waisted pants — 
black, charcoal 
b r o w n , 
or 
khaki have cuffs. Socks are usu. 
ally dull colors. Shoes are ei­ 
ther wing-tip dress or desert 
boots 
(suede, 
I 
believe). 
A 
leather belt is worn 
with 
a 
large round buckle. If a con­ 
servative w ears a sw eater, if s 
apt 
to be a V-neck pullover 
tucked into the pants. A herring­ 
bone jacket is the big thing. 
The m ost distinguishing char­ 
acteristic of the conservative is 
his hair style: com bed flat and 
toward the front with hair over 
the left forehead. I f s also part­ 
ed at the right. 
There ap p ear to 
be 
many 
variations. One boy said a jive 
could w ear white socks, but an­ 
other said if he did, he’d be 
"n eck ” (w ay out of it, I pre­ 
sum e.) 
Someone 
else 
said 
a 
conservative might also sport a 
"C a e sa r” haircut, and he point­ 
ed out a 
few lads 
who had 
them. 
Half-And-Half 


The youngsters w eren’t sure 
how w idespread these two styles 
were. Some said, 
"Y o u ’re ei­ 


ther one or the other.’’ but oth­ 
ers believed a lot of students 
were "som ew here in between.” 
In fact, they showed me young­ 
sters who were half-and-half— 
conservatives from the waist up 
and jives from the waist down

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Children, Motorists Cause Big Headaches For Firemen 


Young children who set fires 
and motorists who clog the high­ 
ways at the scene of a fire are 
Bucks County’s volunteer fire­ 
men’s biggest headaches right 
now. 
Bucks County Fire Marshal 
Fred K. Hibbs said Saturday 
night at the fall convention of 
the Bucks County Firemen’s As­ 
sociation in Sellersville that 27 
children between the ages of 
four and 15 years had been ap­ 
prehended for setting fires since 
June. 


Hibbs said children between 
four-and-a-half and eight years 
are the worst “ fire bugs” when 
it comes to setting field fires 
and other blazes. 


Seeks Cooperation 


Reporting to 65 firemen, rep­ 
resenting 26 volunteer fire fight­ 
ing organizations, Hibbs said: 
“ I don’t know what we are go­ 
ing to do about children start­ 
ing fires unless their parents 
begin to show some concern and 
cooperate with us. 
“ When they are taken to the 


Bucks County Juvenile Court all 
they get is a scolding,” he said, 
“ and that’s not enough. 


“ One mother, whose son set 
a field on fire and was taken 
before the police, remarked ‘Let 
him get out of it the best way 
he can; he got into trouble.’ ” 


The fire marshal, who report­ 
ed 184 grass and woods fires 
since June, urged the chiefs to 
question the children when they 
are standing around and watch­ 
ing a fire. “ They know more 
than you think they do,” said 


Hibbs. “ Quite often they’ll tell 
you he or she was playing with 
matches and set the fire.’’ 
Urges Roadblocks 
“ One mother who had a fire 
in her home denied her son 
could have started it. I talked 
to the boy and he showed me 
where he got the matches and 
what he did. Then the mother 
admitted she did leave him alone 
for a little while and that’s 
when he set the blaze.” 
Hibbs urged fire chiefs, as­ 
sistants and fire police captains 
to set up roadblocks to keep 


motorists 
from 
clogging 
the 
roads. “ Set up a road block 
from three to five miles from 
the fire. 
“ Teenagers hop in their cars 
the moment a fire siren sounds 
and want to drive right up along 
side of the fire. They must be 
stopped. They have no business 
at fires and they prevent fire 
fighting equipment from reach­ 
ing the scene.” 
Hibbs reported fire losses in 
Bucks County 
since June 
at 
$301,133. The insurance carried 
amountel to $1,231,500. The value 


of the property at risk is esti­ 
mated at $6,993,594. 
Investigation School 
There were 430 alarms report­ 
ed, 78 dwellings had fires and 
53 vehicles. Other fires were 
business places, 14; factories. 
three; barns and garages, 17; 
electrical appliances, 25; false 
alarms, nine. 
An arson investigation school 
for chiefs and their assistants 
will be held at Delaware Valley 
College, 
Route 202, 
west of 
Doylestown, 
Tuesday 
nights, 
from Oct. 6 to Dec. 8, with 


Pennsylvania State Police offi­ 
cers as instructors. Thirty-seven 
chiefs have signed up and 126 
are needed, a spokesman said. 


Lawrence C. Gilmore, finan­ 
cial secretary, reported a mem­ 
bership of 705 men. Nine fire 
comianies haven't paid their 
dues so far and 128 members 
still owe dues. Sixty-seven new 
members were gained during 
the year.
